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DETAILED ACTION 

Interview Summary 

During the interview, applicant's representative, Mr. Tony Gayaso, discussed 
about the prior arts used for the rejection of claims, in particular reference Mitsam 
(PCT/DE03/01042), Froese et al (U.S. 6,007,320), and Kemerer et al (U.S. 5,458,477), 
including their qualifications as an analogous art and/or basis to combine such 
references with the primary references directed to an embossing device. 

Applicant's representative discussed the secondary reference which was used 
for the rejection of claims 1 , 3, 5, and 9, Froese et al (US 6,007,320), do not teach a 
sliding surface which is in a tangential plane connecting the two support rollers and the 
support body, as to claim 1 , also, the embossing belt being provided at the outside of 
the sliding belt is remote from the support rollers, as to claim 3, and further the sliding 
belt is tensioned around the two support rollers as to claim 5. 

Further, Applicant's representative discussed about the third reference, Kemerer 
et al. (US 5,458,477), which was used for the rejection of claim 8, does not teach gas- 
permeable porous flat element has two laterally mutually oppositely disposed side 
surfaces which are associated with the two mutually remote longitudinal edges of the 
embossing belt.
